It 
set forth that “in the opinion of this 
house, the declared policy of His 
Majesty's government respecting the 
immediate provision for battleships of 
the newest type, does, not sufficiently 
secure the safety of the empire.“ 
The result was expected, but the de- 
bate was one of the most momentous 
the house has listened to in years.

That the cost of preduction in the 
West is steadily increasing each year, 
and that it would seem absurd to con- 
tend that lead mining can be profita- 
bly prosecuted in this country without 
the aid of A protective tariff, was con- 
tended by Mr. Hamer. He argued — 
the claim that the so-called * d 
trust” fixes the price of lead was un- 
true; that the American Smelting and 
Refining Company refined only 50 per 
cent. of the total production of lead in 
the United States. 

Asserting that the cost of raising 
sheep has increased to such an extent 
that the present duty on wool has 
been completely absorbed, Mr. Hamer 
said that the protection afforded by 
the present tariff is more than offset.

The complaints of shortage of cars 
continue to come from McKittrick. 
where sump holes are full to the limit 
and tanks are overflowing. The same 
trouble is experienced to a less extent 
at Sunset, but for some reason McK it- 
trick seems to be the especial sufferer, 
although the railroad itself is the con- 
sumer of nearly all the oi! that comes 
from there. 

The outlook for the district's exten- 
sion cannot be called the brightest. 
Following the failure of the Kimball 
well and its abandonment, and the As- 
sociated’s lack of success to date in the 
northern end, comes the announcement 
that the Union's Sans Souci is down 
2000 feet and has no oll to date. 

The Standard’s pipe-line into the 
district is still idie and no attempt 
has been made to get any contracts. 
At present practically the entire pro- 
duction is under contract to the Asso- 
clated and the railroad. Most of these 
contracts are through the Independent 
Agency and will be out next year. It 
is not impossible that the Standard 
may endeavor to get some of this oil 
for itself, perhaps through a contract 
with the agency or perhaps by ap- 
proaching some of the companies indi- 
vidually before they renew their agree- 
ments. If there were any light oil at 
hand the MeKittrick line would be 


The McKittrick production is quite 
large, especially since the Associated’s 
two big wells came in last February. 
The washout caused quite an accumu- 
lation which two trains daily have 
failed to remove. This heavy produc- 
tion of the old field offsets the failure 
of the extensions. A partial shutdown, 
waiting on the railroad, is likely.

to commercial openings here and of inviting 


sentative business men from other parts of the Pa- 
einne Coast to visit our country. We shall thus get 
to understand things better, see the opportunities 
for business more clearly and in every way be 
working out the development of oversea commerce 
for our products.

ANNY ANDREW IS RIGHT. 

Mr. Carnegie’s talk before the peace festival in 
Carnegie Hall, New York, sounded the right key- 
note. He pointed out the terrible waste of energy 
and money in the construction of powerful war ves- 
sels by all the leading nations of the world. With 
the people already taxed almost to death in Ger- 
many, France, England and Japan, the struggle to 
see which nation shall turn out the most warships 
is adding millions of debt annually to the already 
intélerable burden. 

Mr. Garnegie lays the blame where it belongs, on 
Great Britain. A few years ago she had a navy 
more powerful than any two combined navies of 
other nations. It was the departure from the type 
existing at that time, and the construction of the 
immense battleship of the day by Great Britain 
which started this whole movement. 

Mr. Carnegie in this discourse recalls another fact 
worth remembering. At all the peace conferences 
at The Hague America has pleaded that some agree- 
ment should be reached between the nations limiting 
the size of war vessels, their equipment and number. 
A deaf ear has been turned to our pleading, and we 
have been dragged into the awful competition to 
create a navy sufficient to protect our shores. 
We are not of those who belittle the chances of 
war, decry the necessity of preparing for it, and 
clamor to have all naval construction stopped forth- 
with. It would be a very desirable position for hu- 
manity to reach, but we are not on that high plane 
yet. | 
It costs $10,000,000 to build a modern Dread- 
nought. A fleet costs a sum almost equal to the 
wealth of a nation. It is a disgrace to humanity 
that this should be so, a subject of lamentation that 
it is 86% but 80 long as war is a possibility the 
struggle to be ready for it must be maintained. 
America is spending much money in the creation 
of a modern navy. Americans are spending more 
money annually in putting bolts and bars and locks 
upon their doors and sheet-iron shutters over the 
windows of factories. It would be a most desirable, 
a most beautiful condition of life if we could live 
without locks, bolts or bars. But as long as the 
thief will break through and steal we must go on 
protecting our property and our lives from depre- 
dations. 

‘We hope the parallel we have instituted will not 
prove forever a fair one. We scarcely hope for a 
millennium when thieves shall not exist, and when 
all doors and windows may stand wide open with 
costly treasures lying within the reach of any hand 
because no hand would touch what did not belong 
to it. But we may indulge the hope that common 


dense and the sense of abstract justice may at no 


very remote period of time, rule the nations and 
rmit the drawing of an international agreement 
which the further building of war vessels or the 
maintenance of large armies will not be necessary. 
All we have to do is to organize a federation of 
man, to create a parliament of the nations which 
shall pass international laws and enforce obedience

8 TIME FOR TENDERFEET. 

The railroad agente at the East are advis- 
ing those located here of the great army of home- 
seekers moving from their old homes to found new 
homes in the Far West. To this Great Southwest 
of ours, we are advised, the stream during the 
sixty days in March and April, will amount to over 
5000 individuals a day to be added to our perma- 
nent population in this section of country. Prob- 
ably in the two months there will come 80,000 peo- 
ple into that district bounded by a line drawn from 
Salt Lake to San Francisco, and by another from 
the same point to Tucson, Ariz. 

As these people, 1000 or 1500 a day, cross the 
backbone of the continent and arrive at the shores 
of the Pacific Ocean, they will experience a thrill 
cf joy. They are reaching California when the 
landscape presents a scene of beauty seldom 
matched even here. The most unfavorable winters 
present a contrast here in March and April with 
the desolate scenes of the countries from which 
settlers come; which provokes enthusiastic admira- 
But this year the appearance of 
things in California is particularly attractive. We 
are just approaching the end of one of the most 
favorable rainy seasons ever experienced, The 
rains cover a period of six months, have come at 
pretty evenly-divided intervals and in volume 
abundant, and also well distributed. There has 
been little checking of vegetable growth because of 
any long period of drouth. There has been nothing 
approaching a flood, and but little retarding of 
growth by slightly excessive rains. Where these 
settlers came from the snow still covers much of 
the ground, the spring rains and melting snows are 
leaving the earth in a state of éxcessive dampness. 
Plowing is only possible here and there. The trees 
are as bare as a pike staff, and Easter Day will 
break over the greater portion of the Eastern 
States upon a day of bleak winds, with very little 
sign of renewed life anywhere to be seen, while 
here the landscape will present an appearance sim- 
ilar to that of mid-June in the Middle West. 

There have been beautiful spring times hereto- 
fore in California, which are lost to these new- 
comers, but they have the present and many simi- 
lar ones in the future to enjoy. So with opportu- 
nities to get into business or to acquire land. Those 
chances that are gone are irretrievably lost, but 
there are many still remaining. The business pros- 


pects of today are very much like the landscape, as 
it speads itself this morning before the newcom- 
crs.

HE TROUBLE IN INDIA. vf 


Reports from India show that the revolutiongry 
movement is by no means extinct, although it seems 
to have entéred upon a distinctly less dangerous 
phase. Whether the change is a real one, or repres- 
sive measures have driven the disaffection into the 
mysterious channels familiar to oriental life, re- 
mains to be determined by events. There can be 
no doubt that to a certain extent the half-educated 
classes of India have been thrilled by ideals of self- 
government and by dreams of independence, phe- 
nomena hardly to be wondered at when we remem- 
ber the stately history and traditions of this, the 
oldest civilization upon earth. It is natural that In- 
dia should forget the swing of the pendulum from 
east to west since the days of Akbar and the extent 
to which she has remained passive while the white 
races have seized upon the dominance given by ma- 
terial energy and education. India believes that she 
is as potentially great as ever she was, but then the 
standards of greatness have changed with the pass- 
ing centuries. 

There is no need to adopt a strongly partisan at- 
titude in considering the moverfent against British 
rule in India. Upon the one hand it is impossible 
to believe that three hundred million of people, nearly 
a third part of the human race, can be permanently 
governed by an alien power without their partici- 
pation or against their will and by a mere handful 
of white soldiers. There is a necessary finality to 
the government of India as it now exists, and this 
fact was freely reeognized in the proclamation is- 
sued by Queen Victoria after the mutiny ahd again 
in King Edward’s letter to the Indian people of last 
year. On the other hand, it is equally difficult to 
believe that India could use wisely anything ap- 
proaching the measure of self-government de- 
manded by the more extreme among her spokesmen. 
Education is a necessary preliminary to free insti- 
tutions, and no one recognizes this more clearly than 
Americans. Of the 300,000,000 of India’s people 
nearly 278,000,000 can neither read nor write, while 
their superstitions are for the most part so dense 
and so crude as to render almost hopeless the best 
directed efforts of the reformer. To speak of repre- 
sentative institutions as we ordinarily understand 
them in connection with such a mass of illiteracy 
and credulity is little short of absurd.
